When Told “‘Nail” Was Near.

Tuesday im newspapers throughout 
the world, Dr. Cook covers the lasi 
100 miles of his journey to the North 
Pole, and tells of the arrival, on April 


N the eleventh installment of “The 


} 21, 1908, at that goal. 


By way of answering the constant in- 
quiry, “How do you know you were at 
the pole?’ Dr. Cook tel's how, on the 
morning of April 21, he made an ob- 
servation which showed himself and 
his two Eskimo companions to be at lat- 
itude 89- degrees 59 minutes 45 seconds. 

This left 15 seconds, or barely more 
han a quarter of an mile, between them 
and the pole. ““‘We advanced the 15 sec- 
onds,” he relates, “made supplementary 
observations, pitched the (silk) tent; 
built a snow igloo and prepared to make 
ourselves comfortable for a stay long 
enough for two rounds of observation.” 

With more of an effort to describe his 
impressions than in his former article, 
the writer declares that the “‘earth”’ be- 
neath them seemed almost sacred. 


Too Elated to Sleep. 
“I slept very little,”’ he says. “My 


goal was reached, the ambition of my 
life had been fulfilled; how could 
i sleep away overwhelming moments of 
elation? 

“The flag,”’ he declares in another 
sentence, “‘was pinned to the pole.” No 
other reference is made, in this install- 
ment of the story, to any ceremony in- 
volving a flag. 

“North, east and west had vanished,” 
he writes. “It was south in every direc- 
tion, but the compass pointing toe the 
magnetic pole was as useful as ever.” 

‘nis reference to the compass is the 
only mention made, in this chapter, of 
any instrument. 

The sensations of April 22, the second 
day at the pole, are described, as in his 
previous article, as being less cheerful 
than those which followed the arrival. 

“A sense of intense loneliness came 
with a careful scrutiny of the horizon. 
What a cheerless spot to have aroused 
the ambition of man for so mary ages! 
Endless fields of purple snows. No life. 
no land, no spot to relieve the monotony 
of frost. We were the only pulsating 
creatures in*a dead world of ice.’’ 

The color effect . described in the 


/| phrase. “‘purple snows,”’ seems, according 


to the writer, to be peculiar to the im- 
mediate neighborhood of the pole. ‘‘The

From these exhibits, which wit bel 


given to the American Museum of Nat- 
ural History, it is indicated that the 
farther north one goes the smaller the 
fish become. The last fish to be found 
in the progress toward the North Pole 
were scarcely more than. a half inch 
long.

CHICAGO, Oct... 5.—‘How can we 
teach total abstinence from a Bible 
which represents’ Jesus as partaking of 
wine .at feasts, and which even tells 
how he miraculously . produced wine 
from. water on. one occasion when the 
supply fell hort?’ 

That is one assertion among others 
}regarded as equally startling it, the 
leading editorial of the Biblical World 
for October, issued today from the Uni- 
versity of Chicagp press. 

While the editorial is unsigned, the 
editor-in-chief of the Biblical World 
is Prof. Ernest Dewitt Burton, D, D., 
head of the Department of New Tes- 
tament literature and interpretation. 
Many on the campus declared the efi- 
torial one of the frankest and least 
abstruse of all the “higher criticisms” 
of recent years, 


Endorsed by Staff. 
Dr. Burton, when asked who was re- 


sponsible for the editorial, said that 
the entire staff of the Biblical World 
indorsed it. “It is the work of the 
editors as a body; no one person is 
responsible,”’ he said. 

' Already the editorial has started a 
religious wrangle and the University of 
Chicago is declared to have rejected the 
Bible by many churchmen. 

“The older ethical teacher used as a 
base of moral instruction some text 
book which expounded the moral law. 
A theologian who regarded the Bible 
as a compendium of moral precepts was 
thus adopting a. method of Instruction 
quite im harmony with that which pre- 
galled in secular edtication. But, even 
80, many difficulties presented thema 
sabres. What shall we say concerning 





the commands of Jehovah in the Old 
Testament to exterminate the women 
and children of a vanquished foe? How 
shall we account for the fact that the 
Old Testament heroes indulged in polyg- 
amy, forbidden by our modern laws? 

“How can we teach total abstinente 
from a Bible which represents Jesus as 
partaking of wine at feasts and which 
even tells how he miraculously produced 
wine from water on one occasion when 
the supply fell short? 

Makes Direct Attack. 
“Not only does the Bible apparently 


fail to. condemn practices which our 


own moral sense must condemn, but it 
also fails to mention some of the prob- 
lems which are foremost in our mod- 
ern life. How, for example, can a 
Christian gain an intelligent understand- 
ing of the issues at stake in the modern 
conflict between capital and labor if he 
simply confine himself to @ reading of 
the Bible? ‘How can he gain defensible 
moral convictions concerning the ‘ethics 
of child labor if he confines his atten- 
tion to a literature which never dreamed 
of the possibility of modern factories 
and machinery? 

“One result of the attempt to use the 
Bible as a compendium of ethics is to 
ebe seen in the presence of Our churches 
of thousands of conscientious Christians 
who are entirely devoid of sensitiveness 
ta’ those moral issues which are most 
real in our, modern in trial and socia! 
life. It is quite possible, therefore, for 
One whose general education has been 
derived from such a study of the Bible 
tc believe himself to be a conscientious 
Christian while at the same time seem- 
ing to’ others to be lacking in réa! inter- 
*st In pressing moral problems.”

The charges from official sources that éertatn 
railroads have instigated the suits against them- 
selves to prevent the carrying out of the ordi- 
nance providing for the abolition of ®@ cross- 
ings at Tower Grove are to the point.

The fina] triumph of the city’s efforts to abol- 
ish grade crossings is inevitable, The work must 
be done to protect life and limb. It is humane; 
it is right; it is legal. The city has the power 
to accomplish it. The cost ought be laid upon 
the roads which hold valuable franchises to op- 
erate in the city. The courts have held that the 
railroads ought to bear the cost and can be forced 
to bear it. The railroad managers should recog- 
nize the wise, humane character of the work ‘and 
co-operate with the city in perfecting it, 

But viewed from another standpoint, it is the 
part of practical wisdom for the railroads to join 
with, instead of opposing, the city in this work. 
Not only would it. save money for the roads in 
the long run, but their co-operation would gain 
for them public good will which at this time is 
worth many times the. cost of abolishing the 
grade crossings. The railroads, through the Ter- 
minal railway, their common property, are seek- 
ing: valuable privileges required to perfect their 
terminal facilities. The roads separately are. con- 
tinudlly seeking privileges. Is it wise, unde: the 
circumstances, for the roads, asking favors, to 
obstruct and oppose public improvements of vital 
importance ‘o the people of the city?

Observing Holy Days. 
To the Editor of the Post*Dispatch. 

It may seem rather paradoxical fer the editor of 
@ Jewish journal to take exception to your kindly 
and well-intended editorial in your issue of Oct. 4, 
captioned “Recognizing a Jewish Holy Day.” 

In the editorial you endorse the action of the 
Cleveland Stock Exchange, which recently closed in 
honor of “Yom Kippur,” the Jewish Day of Atone- 
ment. You say “this was a graceful recognition of 
a forceful element in American business and society, 
@ notable and worthy acknowledgment of the debt 
dug to Jewish citizens for the strong quality ef mind 
and character which have enabled them to earn the 
respect of all classes and races in this country.” 

In the opinion of intelligent and advanced Jewish, 
as well as nonjewish observers, the official recog- 
nition of Jewish and Christian holy days in public 
or semi-public institutions/is opposed to, and in con- 
flict with, the theory of the divorce of the State 
and religion. 

It is not right to observe “Yom Kippur’ officially 
in the courts, public schools, or exchanges any more 
than it is proper to observe Good Friday in such 
public or semi-public institutions. | 

Ifa regard for the religious feasts or fasts of dif- 
ferent denominations is to be considered as legiti- 
mate, then we sanction to that extent the element of 
denominational considerations in our municipal and 
national life. 

Concessions should be made to the religious con- 
victions of every man, woman and child to the ex- 
tent of not punishing them for the observance of 
such days as they may consider holy, by the making 
of certain allowance for lack of attendance on such 
cay or days, but to declare the entire business of an 
institution suspended because of the religious scru- 
ples of a number of the members, is both in theory 
and in fact in conflict with the best and most fun- 
damental principle of this great United States. This 


principle (as we construe it) is that in institutions, 


national, state or municipal, there should be no of- 
ficial recognitién pf the variation of belief o? creéd. 
To close on Good Friday or “Yom Kipput’’ is not 
the same as closing on a day such as the Fourth of 
July. ‘The latter commemorates an event in which 
our national life and history as Americans is vitally 
related. We are all therein concerned, - 
Sectarian holy days relate to only portions of the 
population, Such days should have no official recog- 


‘nition tn public life, but only in the individual] re- 


ppect and private deference that one man owes to 
the belief and convictions of another.

BOY DRAWN UP 150-FOOT CLIFF 
LYING UNCONSCIOUS IN COFFIN 


Rescuers Brought @asket Expecting 


Y° to Find Victim of Accident 


Dead. 


JACKSON, Cal., Oct. 5.—Lying uncon- 
scious in a coffin, Cecil Miller, a 1s- 
year-old boy, was drawn up a 150-foot 
‘liff on the bank of the Cosumnes 
River near Plymouth, Sunday. 

While hunting on the’ banks of the 
river, young Miller stepped out on a 
large rock on Eagle's Nest Bluff, 
which suddenly gave way and dropped 
the boy down the. bank to the water's 
edge.

H doubtless conscious of a very 

bad taste in his mouth on awak- 
ening each morning. As President of 
the National Baseball Commission Ow- 
goost has to assimilate -many things 
which are bizarre to his mental diges- 
tion, not to say painful. And be sure 
that clogged mei.tal functions will just 
as surely leave a bad taste as inter- 
rupted gastronomic processes. 

One of the most formidable things that 
has been handed to Owgoost recently 
was the slap of Mr. Murphy, owner of 
the Cubs, followed up by a biting article 
from Mr. Hugh Fullerton. Both were 
brought out by the fine of $500 imposed 
on the Cubs’ owner for alleged tamper- 
ing with a minor league player.
